which entered into the mouth, but the diſobedience to the 
Law of God which defiled him. The ſame is to be faid if a 
Few, in the time of the Old Law, had eaten Swine's fleſh;

to their ordinance, had eaten Blood ; or if any of the faithful 
at preſent ſhould tranſgreſs the ordinance of God's Church, 
by breaking the Faſts: For in all theſe Caſes the Soul would 
be defiled ; not indeed by that which into the mouth :

10 But that you may know 
that the Son of man hath 
power on earth to forgive fins 
( he faith to the fick of the 
paily ) 

11 I fay to thee, Ariſe, 
take up thy bed, and go into 
thy houſe. | 

i2 And immediately he 
arofe ; and taking up his bed, 
went his way in the ſight of 
all, fo that all wondered, and 
gloriſied God, ſaying : we 
never {aw the like. 

13 And he went forth again 
to the ſea ſide ; and all the 
multitude came to him, and 
he taught them.

14 And when he was paſ- 
ſing, by, he ſaw Levi zhe fon 
of Alpheus fitting at the re- 
ceipt of cuſtom ; and he faith 
to him : Follow me.

15 And it came to paſs, 
that as he ſat at meat in his 
houſe, many Publicans and 
ſinners fat down together with 
Jesvs and his Diſciples.

18 And the diſciples of 
John and the Phariſees uſed 
to faſt : and they come, and 
ſay to him: Why do the 
diſciples of John and of the

19 And JEsvs faith to 
them Can the children of 
the marriage faſt, as long as 
the bridegroom is with them? 
As long as they have the 
bridegroom with them, they 
cannot faſt. 

20 But the days will come 
when the bridegroom ſhall 
be taken away from _ 
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and then they ſhall at in 


thoſe days. 

21 No man ſoweth a piece 
of raw cloth to an old gar- 
ment : otherwiſe the new 
Piecing taketh away from the 
old, and there is made a grea- 
ter rent. 

22 And no man putteth 
new wine into old bottles : 
otherwiſe the wine will burſt 
the bottles, and both the wine 
will be ſpilled and the bottles 
will be loſt. But new wine 
muſt be put into new bottles. 

23 And it came to paſs 
again as the Lord walked

18 For John ſaid to Herod:

20 For Herod feared John, 
knowirg him to be a juſt and 
holy man : and kept him, and 
when he heard him did many - 
things : and he heard him 
willmgly.

34 And IEsus going out 
ſaw a great multitude ; and be 
had compaſl on on them, be- 
cauſe they were as ſheep not 
having a ſhepherd, and be 
began to teach them many 
thangs, 
now far ſpent, his Diſciples 
came to him, ſaying : 'T'nis 
is a deſart place, and the hour 
is now palt : 

36 Send them auay, that 
going into the next villages 
ard towns, they may buy 
themſelves meats to eat. 

37 And he anſwering ſaid 
to them: Give you them to 
eat. Ard they faid to him: 
Let us go and buy bread for 
two hundred pence, and we 
will give them to eat. 

38 And he ſaith to them : 
How many loaves have you? 


go 2nd fee. And when they 


knew, they ſay : Five, and 

two fiſhes. 
39 And he commanded 
them that they ſhould make

panies upon the green graſs. 

40 And they fat down in 
ranks by hundreds and by

41 And when he had taken 
the five loaves, and the two 
fies: looking up to Heaven, 
he bleſſed, and broke the 
loaves, and gave to his Dil- 
ciples to ſet before them: and 
the two fiſhes he divided a- 
mong them all. 

42 And they all did eat, 
and had their fill. 

43 And they took up the 
leavings, twelve full baskets 
of fragments,” and of the 
fiſhes. | | 

44 And they that did eat, 


were five thouſand men. 


45 And immediately he | 
obliged his Diſciples to go up gone out of the ſhip immedi- 


into the ſhip, that they might 
go before him over the water 
to Bethſaida: whilſt he dif- 
miſſed the People. 

46 And when he had diſ- 
miſled them, he went up to 
tne mountain to pray. 

47 And when it was late, 
the ſhip was in the midſt of 
the ſea, and himſelf alone on 
the land. 

43 And ſeeing them la- 
bouring in rowing (for the 
wind was againſt them) and 
about the fourth watch of the 
night he cometh to them 
walking upon the fea, and 
he would have paſſed by 


them. 


49 But they ſeeing him 
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walk ing upon the ſea, thought 
it was an apparition, and they 
cried out. 

50 For they all ſaw him, 
and were troubled. And imme- 
diately he ſpoke with them, 
and ſaid to them: Have a 
good heart, it is I, fear ye 
not. 

51 And he went up to 
them into the ſhip, and the 
wind ceaſed: and they were 
far more aſtoniſhed within 
themſelves : 


52 For they underſtood not 


concerning the loaves ; for their 
heart was blinded. 

53 And when they had paſ- 
ſed over, they came into the 
land of Genezareth, and ſet to 
the ſhore. 


54 And when they were 


ately they knew him 

55 Ard running. through 
that whole country, they be- 
gan to carry about in beds 
thoſe that were ſick, where 
they heard he was. 

56 And whitherſoever he 
entred, into towns or into 


villages or cities, they laid 


the ſick in the ſtreets, and 


beſought him that they might 
touch but the hem of his gar- 
ment: and as many as touched 
him were made whole.

from the market, unleis they be 
waſhed, they eat not : and ma- 
ny other things there are that 
have been delivered to them 
to obſerve, the waſhings of | 
cups and of pots, and of brazen 
veſſels and of beds. 
5 And the Phariſees and 
Scribes asked him: Why do 
not thy Diſciples walk ac- 
cording to the tradition of the 
Ancients, but they eat bread 
with common hands ? 

6 But he anſwering, ſaid 
to them: Well did Iſaias 
propheſy of you Hy pocrites, 
as it is written: his People 
honoureth me with their lips, 
but 3 heart is far from 
me. 

7 And in vain do they 
avor/oip me, teaching doftrines 
end (a) precepts of men. 

8 For leaving the com 
mandment of God, you hold 
the tradition of men, the waſh- 
ings of pots and of cups: and 
many other things you do 
like to theſe. 
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9 And he ſaid to them, 


well do you make void the 
commandment of God, that 
you may keep your own tra- 
dition. 

10 For Moſes faid : Honour 
thy father and thy mother; 
and, He that foall cur /e 
father er mother, dying let 
him die. 

11 But you ſay: Ifa man 
ſhall ſay to his father or mo- 
ther, Corban {which is a gilt ) 
whatſoever is from me, ſhall 
profit thee : 

12 And farther you ſuffer 
him not to do any thing for 
his father or mother. 

13 Making void the Word 
of God by your own tradition 
which you have given forth, 
And many other ſuch like 
ou do. 

14 And calling again the 
multitude unto him, he faid 


to them : Hear ye me all and 


underſtand. 

15 There is nothing from 
without a man that entering 
into him, can defile him. But 
the things which come from 
a man, thoſe are they that 
defile a man. 

16 If any man have ears 
to hear, let him hear. 

17 And when he was come 
into the houſe from the mul- 
titude, his Diſciples asked him 
the parable. | 

18 And he faith to them:

20 But he ſaid That the | 


things which come out from 
a man, they defile a man. 

21 For from within out of 
the heart of men proceed evil 
thoughts, adulteries, fornica- 
tons, murders, 

22 'Thefts, covetouſneſe, 
wickedneſs, deceit, laſciviouſ- 
nels, an evil eye, blaſphemy, 
pride, fooliſhneſs, 

23 All thefe evil things 
come from within, and defile 
a man, 

24 And riſing from thence 
he went into the coaſts of 
Tyre and Sidon : and entring 
into a houſe, he would that 
no man ſhould know it, and 
he could not be hid. 

25 For a woman as ſoon 
as ſhe heard of him, whoſe 


cCaughter had an unclean Spi- 


rit, came in, and fell down at 
his feet. 

26 For the woman was a 
Gentil, a Syrophemician born. 
And ſhe befought him that 
he would caſt forth the Devil 
out of her daughter. 

27 Who ſaid to her: Suf- 
fer firſt the children to be filled. 


For it is not good to take the | 
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bread of the children, and caſt 
it to the dogs. 

28 But ſhe anſwered, and 
ſaid to him: Yea Lord; for 
the whelps alſo eat under the 
table of the crums of the chil- 
dren. 
29 And he faid to her: 
For this ſaying go thy way, 
the Devil is gone out of thy 
daughter. 

30 And when ſhe was come 
into her houſe, ſhe found the 
girl lying upon the bed, and 
that the Devil was gone out. 

31 And again going out 
of the coaſts of Tyre, he 
came by Sidon to the fea of 
Galilee through the midſt of 
the coaſts of Decapolis. 

32 And they bring to him 
one deaf and dumb ; and they 


beſought him that he would 


lay his hand upon him. 

33 And taking him from 
the multitude apart, he put his 
fingers into his ears, and ſpit- 
ting, he touched his tongue; 

34 And looking up to Hea- 
ven, he groaned, and ſaid to 
him: Ephpheta, which is, Be 
thou opened. | 

35 And immediately his 
ears were opened, and the 
ſtring of his tongue was looſed, 
and he ſpoke right. 

36 And he them 
that they ſhould tell no man. 
But the more he charged them, 
great deal 
did they publiſh it. 

37 And ſo much the more 
did they wonder, * 
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hath done all things well ; he 
hath made both the deaf to 
hear, and the dumb to ſpeak.

N thoſe days again when 

there was a great multitude, 
and had nothing to eat: cal- 
ling his Diſciples together, 
he ſaith to them: 

2 J have compaſſion on the 
multitude, for behold they 
have now been with me three 
days and have nothing to eat. 

3 And if 1 ſhall ſend them 
away faſting to their home, they 
will faint in the way, for ſome 
of them came from afar off. 

4 And his Diſciples an- 
ſwered him: From whence 
can' any one fill them here 
with bread in the wilderneſs ? 

5 And heask'd them: how 
many loaves have ye? Who 
ſaid: Seven. And taking the 
ſeven e giving thanks he 
broke, and gave to his Diſ- 
ciples for to ſet before them, 
and they ſet them before the 


eople. 


7 And they had a few little 


Bes! and he bleſſed them, 
and commanded them to be 
ſet before them. 

8 And they did eat and 
were filled, and they took up 
that which was left of the 
fragments, ſeven baskets. 

9 And they that had eaten 
were about four thouſand : and 
he ſent them away. 
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10 And immediately going 
up into a ſhip with his Diſ- 
ciples, he came into the parts 
of Dalmanutha. 

11 And the Phariſees came 
forth, and began to queſtion 
witn him, asking him a fign 


from Heaven, tempting him,

22 And they come to Beth- 
ſaida; and they bring to him 
a blind man, and they beſought 
him that he would touch him. 

23 And taking the blind 
man by the hand he led him 
out of the town : and ſpitting 
upon his eyes, laying his 
hands on him, he asked him 
if he ſaw any thing. 

24 And looking up, he 
ſaid ; I ſee men as it were 
trees, walking. 

25 Aſter that again he laid 


his hands upon his eyes, and 


he began to ſee, and was re- 
ſtored, ſo that he ſaw all things 


clearly.

43 But it is not ſo among 
you: but whoſoever will be 
greater, ſhall be your miniſter. 

44 And whoſoever will be

give his life a redemption for 
many, 
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46 And they come to Je- 
richo : and as he went out of 
Jericho, with his Diſciples, 
and a very great multitude, 
Bar-timeus the blind man, 
the Son of Timeus ſat by the 
way ſide ing. 

3 cy he had heard, 
that it was ]Esus of Naza- 
reth : began to cry out, and to 
ſay :]esvus, Son of David, have 
mercy on me. 

48 And many rebuked 
him, that he might hold his 
peace ; but he 'cried a great 
deal the more : Son of David, 


have mercy on me. 


49 And Ixsus ſtanding 
ſtill commanded him to be 
called. And they call the blind 
man, ſaying to him: Be of 
better comfort: ariſe, he cal- 
leth thee. | 

co Who caſting off his gar- 
ment leaped up, and came to 
him. | 

ct And ]rsus anſwering, 
ſaid to him: What wilt thou 
that I ſhould do to thee ?

13 And when he had ſeen 
a-far off a fig-tree having 
leaves, he came, if perhaps 
he might find any thing on 
it, And when he was come 
to it, he found nothing but 
leaves.

14 And anſwering, he ſaid 
to it : May no man hereafter 
eat fruit of thee any more for 
ever. And his Diſciples heard 
it,

24 Therefore I ſay unto 
you, all things, whatſoever 
you ask when ye pray belicve 
that you ſhall receive, and 
they ſhall come unto you. 

25 And when you ſhall 
ſtand to pray, forgive if you 
have ought againft any man; 
that your Father alſo who is 
in Heaven, may forgive you 
your ſins. 

26 But if you will not for- 


give, neither will your Father

27 And they come again 
to Jeruſalem. And when he 
was walking in the temple,

N D he began to ſpeak

18 And there came to him 
the Saducces who ſay there 
is no reſurrection ; and they 
asked him ſaying: Maſter, 

19 Moſes wrote unto us, 
that if any man's brother die,

20 Now 
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20 Now there were ſeven | 
brethren ; and the firſt took 
a wife, and died leaving no 
iſtue.

22 And the ſeven all took 
her in like manner; and did 
not leave iſſue. Laſt of all the 
woman alſo died.

24 And Jesvs anſwering 
faith to them: Do ye not 
therefore err, becauſe you 
know not the ſcriptures, nor 
the power of God ? 

25 For when they ſhall 
riſe again from the dead, they 
ſhall neither marry, nor be 
married, but are as the Angels 
in Heaven. | 

26 And as concerning the 
dead that they riſe again, have 
you not read in the book of 
Moſes, how in the buſh God 
ſpoke to him, ſaying: I am 
the God of Abraham, and the 
Cod of Jaac, and the God of 
Jacob? | 

27 He is not the God of 
the dead, but of the living. 
You therefore do preatly 
err. 


28 And there came one of 


| 


the Scribes that had heard | 


them reaſoning together, and 
ſeeing that he had an- 
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ſwered them well, asked him 
which was the firſt command- 
ment of all, 

29 And Jtsvs anſwered 
him: That the firſt command» 
ment of all is, Hear O J/rael: 
the Lord thy God is one God. 

30 And thou fhalt love the 
Lord thy Gad with thy awhole 
heart, and with thy whole 
foul, and with thy whole mind, 
and with thy whole firength. 
This is the firſt command» 
ment, 

31 And the ſecond 1s like 
to it: Thou ſhalt hue thy 
neighbour as thyſelf. There 
is no other commandment 
greater than theſe. 

32 And the Scribe ſaid to 
him: Well Maſter, thou haſt 
ſaid in truth, that there is one

33 And that he ſhould be

36 For David himſelf ſaith 
by the Holy Ghoſt: The 
Lord ſaid to my Lord, fit on 
my right hand, until I make 
thine enemies thy foot-ſlool. 

37 David therefore him-

44 And he that betrayed 
him had given them a ſign, 
ſaying : Whomfoever I ſhall 
kiſs, that is he, lay hold on 
him, and lead him away care- 
fully. | 
45 And when he was come, 
immediately going up to him, 
he faith : Hail Rabbi, and he 
kiſſed him. 

46 But they laid their hands 
on him, and held him. 

47 And one of them that 
ſtood by drawing a ſword, 
ſtruck a ſervant of the chief 
Prieſt, and cat of his ear. 

48 And JI ESus anſwering, 
ſaid to them : Are you come 
out as to a Robber with {words 
and ſtaves to apprehend me? 

49 l was daily with you in 
the temple teaching, and you 
did not lay hands on me. But, 
that the Scriptures may be 
fulfilled. 

50 Then his Diſciples leav- 
ing him, all fled away. 

51 And a certain young 
man followed him having a 
linnen cloth caſt about his 
naked body ; and they laid hold 
on him. | 

52 But he caſting off the 
linnen cloth, fled from them 
naked. | 

5 3 And they brought JESUS 
to the High-Prieſt ; and all 


the Prieſts and the Scribes 
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and the Ancients aſſembled 
together. 9 


54 And Peter ſollowed him 
a-far off even into the court of 
the High-Prieſt ; and he fat 
with the ſervants at the fire, 
and warmed himſelf. 

5 And the chief Prieſts 
* all the Couneil ſought 
for evidence againſt I ESus, 
that they might put him to 
death, and found none. 

56 For many bore falſe 
witneſs againſt him, and their 
evidence were not agreeing. 

7 And ſome riſing up, 
bore falſe witneſs againſt him, 
ſaying : 

58 We heard him ſay, I 
will deſtroy this temple made 
with hands, and within three 
days 1 will build another not 
made with hands. 

59 And their witneſs did 
not agree. | 

60 And the High-Prieſt 
riſing up in the midſt, asked 
Jesvs, ſaying : Anſwereſt thou 
nothing to the things that are 
laid to thy charge by theſe 
men ? | 

61 But he held his peace 
and anſwered nothing. Again 
the High- Prieſt asked him, 
and ſaid to him: Art thou 
the Chriſt the Son of the Bleſ- 
ſed God? | 

62 And ]esvs ſaid to 
him: I am. And you ſhall 
ſee the Son of man fitting on 
the right hand of the power 
of God and coming with the 
clouds of Heaven. 

63 Then the High- Prieſt 
rending his garments, ſaith: 
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What reed we any farther 
witneſles? 

64 You have heard the 
„ What think you ? 
Who all condemned hum to 
be guilty of death. 

65 And ſome began to ſpit 
on him, and to cover his face, 
and to buffet him and to ſay 
unto him, propheſy ; and the 
ſervants ſtruck him with the 
palms of their hands. 

66 Now when Peter was 
in the court below, there 
cometh one of the maid-ſer- 
vants of the High-Prieſt. 

67 And when ſhe had ſeen 
Peter warming himſelf, look- 
ing on him the faith : Thou 
alſo waſt with J Es us of Naza- 
reth. 


68 But he denied, ſaying : 
I neither know nor under- 
ſtand what thou ſayeſt. And 
he went forth before the court ; 
and the cock crew, 

69 And again a maid-ſer- 
vant ſeeing him, began to ſay 
to the ſtanders by, this is one 
of them. 

70 But he denied again: And 
after a while they that ttood 
by, ſaid again to Peter: Surely 
thou art one of them; for 
thou art alſo a Galileen. 

71 But he began to curſe 
and to ſwear, ſaying, I know 
not this man of whom you 
if 
* And immediately the 
cock crew again. And Peter 
remembred the word that 


Jrsus had faid unto him: 
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Before the cock crow twice, 
thou ſhalt thrice deny me. 
And he began to weep. 


CHA XV. 


AN D ſtraightway in the 
morning the chief Prieſt; 
Iding a — with 
the Ancients and the Scribes 
and the whole Council, bind- 
ing JEsus led him away, and 
delivered him to Pilate, 

2 And Pilate asked him: 
Art thou the King of the Jews ? 
but he anſwering, faith to 
him: Thou ſayeſt 17. 

3 And the chief Prieſts ac- 
cuſed him in many things. 

4 And Pilate again asked 
* ſay ing: Anſwereſt thou 
nothing ? behold in how many 
things they accuſe thee. 

5 But IEsus ſtill anſwered 
a ; ſo that Pilate won- 
dered. 

6 Now on the feſtival day 
he was wont to releaſe unto 
them one of the priſoners 
whomſoever demanded. 

7 And there was one called 
Barabbas, who was put in 
priſon with ſome ſeditious men, 
who in the ſedition had com- 
mitted murder, 

8 And when the multitude 
was come up, they began to 
defire that he would do, as he 
had ever done unto them. 

9 And Pilate anſwered them, 
and ſaid: Will you that I re- 
leaſe to you the King of the 
Jews? 

10 For he knew that the 

chief 
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chief Prieſts had delivered him 
up out of envy. 

11 But the chief Prieſts 
moved the people, that he 
ſhould rather releaſe Barabbas 
to them. 

12 And Pilate againanſwer- 
ing ſaith to them : What will 
you then that I do to the 
King of the Jews ? 

13 But they again cried 
out: Crucify him. 

14 And Pilate faith to 
them > Why, what evil hath 
he done? But they cried out 
the more: Crucify him. 

15 And fo Pilate being wil- 


ling to ſatisfy the People, re- 


leaſed to them Barabbas, and 
delivered up ]EsUs, when he 
had ſcourged him, to be cruci- 
hed. 

16 And the ſoldiers led him 
away into the court of the 
Palace, and they call together 
the whole band: 

17 And. they cloath him 
with purple, and platting a 
crown of thorns, they put it 
upon him. | 

18 And they began to ſa- 
lute him : Hail King of the 
Jews, 

19. And they ſtruck his 
head with a reed: and they 
did ſpit on him. And bowing 
their knees, they adored him. 

20 And after. they had 
mocked him, they took off 
the purple from him, and 
put his own garments on bim, 
and they lead him out to cru- 
cify him, 
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21 And they forced one 
Simon a Cyrenian who paſſed 
by, coming out of the country, 
the father of Alexander and of 
Rufus, to take up his. croſs. 

22 And they 2 him in- 
to the place called Golgot ha, 
which being interpreted is, The 
place of Calvary. 

23 And they gave him to 


drink wine mingled with 


myrrh ; but he took it not. 

24 And crucifying hun, 
they divided his garments, 
caſting lots upon them, what 
every man ſhould take. 

25 And it was the third 
hour, and they crucified him. 

26 And the inſcription of 
his cauſe was written over, 
The Kix oF THE Jews. 

27 And with him they cru- 
cify two thieves, the one on 
his right. hand, and the other. 
on his left. . 

28 And the Scripture was 
fulfilled which ſaith; Ard 
avith the wicked he was re- 
puted. 

29 And they that. paſſed 
by, blaſphemed him, wagging 
their heads, and faying : 
Vah, thou that deſtroyeſt the 
Temple, and in three. days 
buildeſt it up again : 

30 Save thyſelf, coming: 
down from the croſs. 

31 In like manner alſo the 
chief Prieſts mocking ſaid with 
the Scribes one to another : 
He ſaved others, himſelf he 
cannot fave, 

32 Let Chriſt the King ok 
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the croſs that we may ſee and 
believe. And they that were 
crucified with him, reviled 
him. 

33 And when the fixth 
hour was come, there was 
darkneſs over the hole earth 
until the ninth hour. 

34 And at the ninth hour 
Jesvs cried out with a loud 
voice, ſay ing: Eli, Eli, 
lamma ſabacthani? Which 
is being interpreted, Ay God, 
gry Goo, aui haſt thou for- 
alen me ? 

35 And ſome of the ſtand- 


ers by hearing, ſaid : Bchold, 


he calleth Elias. 

36 And one running and 
filling a ſpunge with vinegar, 
and putting it upon a reed, 
gave bim to drink, ſaying: 
Stay, let us ſee if Elias come 
to take him down. 


37 And jesus having 
cried out with a loud voice, 
gave up the ghoſt. 


38 And the veil of the tem- 
ple was rent in two, from the 
top to the bottom. 

39 And the centurion who 
ſtood over · againſt him, ſeeing 
that cry ing out in this manner 
he had given up the ghoſt, 
ſaid: Indeed this man was the 
Son of God. 

40 And there were alſo 
women looking on a- far off : 
among whom was Mary Mag- 
dalen, and Mary the mother of 
James the leſs and of Joſeph, 
and Salome ; 
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41 Who alſo when he waz 
in Galilee, followed him, and 
miniſtred to him, and many 
other women that came up 


with him to [eruſalem. 


42 And when evening was 
now come ( becauſe it was the 
Paraſceve, that is the day be- 
fore the Sabbath ) 

43 Joſeph of Arimathea a 
noble Counſellor who was 
alſo himſelf looking for the 
Kingdom of God ; came and 
went in boldly to Pilate, and 
begged the Body of JIEsus. 

44 But Pilate wondered 
that he ſhould be already dead. 
And ſending for the centurion 
he asked him if he were al- 
ready dead. 

45 And when he had under- 
ſtood it by the Centurion, he 
gave the Body to Joſeph. 

46 And Joſeph buying fine 
linnen, and taking him down, 
wrapped him up in the fine 
linnen and laid him in a ſepul- 
chre which was hewed out of a 
rock. And he rolled a ſtone to 
the door of the ſepulchre. 

47 And Mary Magdalen 
and Mary the — Fang "FM 


ſeph beheld where he was

3 And they faid one to a- 
nother: Who ſhall roll us back 
the ſtone from the door of the 
{epulchre ? 

4 And looking, they ſaw 
the ſtone rolled back. For it 
was very great. 

And entring into the 
ſepulchre, they ſaw a young 
man ſitting on the right fide, 
cloathed with a white robe : 
and they were aſtoniſhed. 

6 Who faith to them : Be 
not afrighted ; you ſeek JESUS 
of Nazareth, who was crucifi- 
ed; he is rilen, he is not here, 
behold the place, where they 
laid him. | 

7 But go, tell his Diſciples 
and Peter that he goeth before 
you into Galilee ; there you 
ſhall fee him, as he told you. 

8 But they going out, fled 
from the ſepulchre. For a trem- 
bling and fear had ſeized them: 
and they ſaid no thing to any 
man; for they were afraid. 

9 But he riſing early the 
firſt day ofthe week, appeared 
firſt to Mary Magdalen, out of 
whom he had caft ſevenDevils. 

10 She went and told them 
that had been with him, who 
were mourning and weeping. 

11 And they hearing that 
he was alive and had been ſeen 
by her, did not believe, | 

2 And after that he appear- 
ed in another ſhape to two of 


going into the country. 

13 And they going told it 
to the reſt : neither did they 
believe them. 

14 At length he appeared 
to the Eleven as they were 
at table; and he upbraided 
them with their incredulity 
and hardneſs of heart, becauſe 
they did not believe them who 
had ſeen him after he was 
riſen again. 

15 And he ſaid to them : 
Go ye into the whole world 
and preach the Goſpel to every 
creature.

18 They ſhall take up Ser- 
pents; And if they ſhall drink 
any deadly thing, it ſhall not 
hurt them; 'I hey ſhall lay 
their hands upon the ſick and 
they ſhall recover. 

19 And the Lord Jesvs 
after he had ſpoken to them, 
was taken up into Heaven, 
and fitteth on the right hand 
of God. | 

20 But they going forth 
preached every where: the - 
Lord working withal, and 
confirming the Word with 
ſigns that followed, 
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many have taken in 

hand to ſet forth in 
order a Narration of the things 
that have been accompliſhed 
among us; 

2 According as they have 
delwered them unto us, who 
from the beginning were eye- 
witneſſes and Mimiters of the 
Word; 

3 It ſeemed good to me 
alſo, having diligently attained 
to all things from the begin- 
ning, to write to thee in or- 
nay moſt excellent Theophi 
us, 

4 That thou mayſt know 
the verity of thoſe words in 
which thou haſt been in- 
ſtructed. | | 

5 There was in the days 
of Herod the King of Judea, 
a certain Prieit named Za- 
chary, of the courſe of Abia, 


and his wife was of the daugh- 


ters of Aaron, and her name 
Elizabeth. 

6 And they were both juſt 
before God, walking in all 
the commandments and juſti- 
fications of the Lord without 
blame, A 
7 And they had no ſon: 
tor that Elizabeth was barren, 
and they both were well ad- 
vanced in years. 

8 And it came to paſs, when 
he executed the prieſtly func- 
tion in the order of his courſe 
before God, 

9 According to the cuſtom 
of the prieſtly office, it was 
his lot to offer incenſe, going 


into the 'Temple of the Lord ; 
10 And all the multitude 
of the people was praying 
without at the hour of incenſe. 
11 And there appeared to 
him an Angel of the Lord, 
ſtanding 
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ſtanding on the right ſide of 
the Altar of incenſe. 

12 And Zachary ſeeing 
him was troubled, and fear 
fell upon him; 

13 Bat the Angel ſaid to 
him: Fear not, Zachary, 
for thy prayer is heard; and 
thy wife Elizabeth ſhall bear 
thee a ſon, and thou ſhalt call 
his name ſohn: 

14 And thou ſhalt have 
joy and gladneſe, and many 
ſhall rejoice in his nativity. 

15 For he ſhall be great 
before the Lord; . and ſhall 
drink no wine nor ſtron 
drink ; and he ſhall be filled 
with the Holy Ghoſt even 
from his mother's womb. 

16 And he ſhall convert 
many of the children of Iſrael 
to the Lord their God. 

17 And he ſhall go before 
tim in the ſpirit and power 
cf Elias; that he may turn 
the hearts of the fathers unto 
the children, and the incre- 
dulous to the wiſdom of the 


juſt, to prepare unto the 
Lord a perfe& people. 
18 And Zachary faid to 


the Angel : Whereby ſhall 1 
know this? for I am an old 
man ; and my wife is advanced 
in years. 


i9 And the Angel ion 


ſwering, ſaid to him: 1 am 
Gabriel who ſtand beforeGod ; 
and am ſent to ſpeak to thee, 
and to bring thee theſe good 
tidings. n | 
20 And behold, thou ſhalt 
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be dumb, and ſhalt not be 
able to ſpeak until the day 
wherein theſe things ſhall come 
to paſs ; becauſe thou haſt not 
believed my words, which 
ſhall be fulfilled in their time. 

21 And the people was 
waiting for Zachary; and 
they wondered that he tarried 
ſo long in the Temple. 

22 And when he came out 
he could not ſpeak to them, 
and they underſtood -that he 
had ſeen a viſion in the Tem- 
ple. And he made ſigns to 
them, and remained dumb. 

23 And it came to paſs, 
after the days of his office 
were accompliſhed, he de- 
parted to his own houſe. 

24 And after thoſe days 
Elizabeth his wife conceived 3 
and hid herſelf five months, 
ſaying: 

25 Thus hath the Lord 
dealt with me in the days 
wherein he hath had regard 
to take away my reproach 
among men. 

26 Andin the fixth month, 
the Angel Gabriel was ſent 
from God into a city of Ga- 
lilee, called Nazareth, 

27 To a virgin eſpouſed 
to a man whoſe name was 
Joſeph, of the houſe of Da-

28 And the Angel being 
come in, ſaid unto her: HaiL

29 Who having heard, 
was troubled at his ſaying, 
and thought with herſelf what 
manner of ſalutation this ſnould 
be. 5 

30 And the Angel ſaid to 
ber: Fear not, MAR x, for 
thou haſt found grace with 
God. 

31 Behold thou ſhalt con- 
ceive in thy womb, and ſhalt 
bring forth a ſon ; and thou 
ſhalt call his name ]zsvs. 

32 He ſhall be great, and 
ſhall be called the Son of the 
Moſt High, and the Lord 
God ſhall give unto him the 
throne of David his father : 

33 And he ſhall reign in 
the houſe of Jacob for ever, 
and of his Kingdom there 
ſhall be no end.

56 And Maxy abode with 
her about three months : and 
ſhe returned to her own houſe.

10 And ſo were alſo James 
and John the ſons of Ze- 
Part- 
ners. And ] Esus faith to Si- 
mon : Fear not; from hence- 
forth, thou ſhalt catch men. 

11 And having brought 
their ſhips. to land, leaving 


all things they followed him. 


12 And it came to paſs, 
when he was in a certain city, 
behald a man full” of leproſy, 
who ſeeing ] Esus, 2 
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on bis face, beſought him 
ſaying: Lord, if thou wilt, 
thou canſt make me clean. 

13 And ſtretching forth 
bis hand he touched him, 
ſaying : 1 will. Be thou 
cleanſed. And immediately 
the leproſy departed from 
him. 

14 And he cha him 
that he ſhould tell no man, 
but, Go, ſhew thyſelf to the 
Prieſt, and offer for thy clean- 
ſing according as Moſes com- 
manded, for a teftimony to 
them. 

15 But the fame of him 
went abroad the more, and 
great multitudes came together 
to hear, and to be healed by 
him of their infirmities. 

16 And he retired into the 
deſart, and prayed. 

17 And it came to paſs on 
a certain day, as he fat teach- 
ing, that there were alio Pha- 
riſees and Doctors of the Law 
ſitting by, that were come out 
of every town of Galilee and 
Judea and Jeruſalem ; and the 
power of the Lord was to heal 
them. 

18 And behold men brought 
ina bed a man who had the 
palſy : and they ſought means 
to bring him in, and to lay 
him betore him. 

19 And when they could 
not find by what way they 
might bring him in becauſe 
of the multitude, they went 
up upon the roof, and let him

20 Whoſe faith when he 
ſaw, he ſaid: Man, thy fins 
are forgiven thee. 

21 And the Scribes and 
Phariſees began to think, ſay- 
ing: Who is this who ſpeaketh 
blaſphemies? Who can for- 
give ſins, but God alone. 

22 And when ]Esvus knew 
their thoughts, anſwering he 
{aid to them: What is it you 
think in your hearts? 

23 Which is eaſier to ſay, 
Thy fins are forgiven thee 
or to ſay, Ariſe, and walk? 

24 But that you may know 
that the Son of man hath 
power on earth to forgive fins 
(he faith to the ſick of the 
palſy) I ſay to thee, Ariſe 
take up thy bed, and go into 
thy houſe, 

25 And immediately rifing 
up before them, he took up 
the bed on which he lay ; and 
he went away to his own 


.houſe, glorifying God. 


26 And all were aſtoniſhed : 
glorified God. And 
they were filled with fear, 
laying : we have ſeen won- 
derful things to day. 
27 And after theſe things 
he went forth, and faw a Pu- 
blican named Levi, fitting at 
the receipt of Cuſtom, and he 
{aid to him: Follow me. 
.28 And leaving all things, 
he roſe up and followed him. 
29 And Levi made him 
a great feaſt in his own houſe ;

that were at table with them. 
30 But their Phariſees and 

Scribes murmured, ſay ing to 

his Diſciples: Why do you 


eat and drink with Publicans 


and ſinners? 
1 And JIEsus anſwering,

32 I came not to call the 
juſt, but ſinners to penance.

18 Who were come to 
hear him, and to be healed 
of their diſeaſes. And they 
that were troubled with un- 
clean Spirits, were cured. 

19 And all the multitude 
ſought to touch him, for vir- 
tue went out from him, and 
healed all. 

20 And he lifting up his 
eyes on his Diſciples, ſaid: 
Bleſſed are ye poor: for yours 
is the Kingdom of God. 

21 Rleſſed are ye that hun- 
ger now: for you ſhall be 
filled. Bleſſed are ye that weep 
now : for you ſhall laugh. 

22 Bleſſed ſhall you be 
when men ſhall hate you, and - 
when they ſhall ſeparate you, 
and thall reproach you, and 
caſt out your name as evil, for 
the Son of man's ſake. 

23 Be glad in that day 
and rejoice ; for behold, your 
reward is great in Heaven. 
For according to theſe things 
did their Fathers to the Pro- 
Phets. | 

24 But wo to you that are 
rich : for you have your con- 
ſolation. 

25 Wo to you that are fil- 
led: for you thall hunger. Wo 
to you that now laugh: for 
you thall mourn and weep. : - 

26 Wo 
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29 Wo to you when men 
ſhall bleſs you : For according 
to theſe tlungs did their Fa- 
chers to the falſe Prophets. 

27 But J ſay to you that 
hear: Love your enemies, do 
good to them that hate you. 

28 Bleis them chat curſe 


calumruate you. 

28 And to him that ſtriketh 
thee on the exe cheek, otter al- 
10 the other. And him that 
taketa away trom thee thy 
cloak, torbid not to take thy 
coat allo. 


30 Give to every one that | 


asketh thee, and ot him that 
taketh away thy goods, ask 
them not again, 

31 And as you would that 
men ſhould do to you, do you 
allo to them in like manner, 

32 And if you love them 
that love you, what thanks 


are to you? for finners allo. 


love thoſe that love them. 
33 And if ye do good to 
them who do good to you; 


what thanks are to you? for 


{mners alſo do tl. is. 


34 And if ye lend to them 


of whom you hope to receive; 


what thanks are to you? for 
ſmners alio lend to fiuners, 


for to receive as much 


35 But love ye your ene 
mies; do good and lend, hop- 


ing for nothing thereby: and 


your reward ſhall be great, and 
you ſhall be the ſons of the 
Higheſt : for he is kind to the 
unthankful, and to the evil. 
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36 Beye therefore merci- 
ful as your father alſo is mer- 
ciful. 

37 Judge not, and you 
ſhall not be judged. Condemn 
not, and you ſhall not be con- 
demned. Forgive, and you 


ſhall be forgiven. 
you, and pray for them that | ons 


38 Gave, and it ſhall be 


given to you. Good meaſure 


and preſſed down and ſhaken 
togetherand running over ſhall 
they give into your boſom, 
For with the fame mealure 
that you ſhall mete withal, it 
{hall be meaſured to you again. 

39 And he ſpoke allo to 
them a ſimilitude: Can the 
blind lead the blind ? do they 
not both fall into the ditch. 

40 The Diſciple is not a- 
bove his Maſter : but every 
one ſhall be perfect, if he be 
as his Maſter. | 

41 And why ſeeſt thou the 
mote in thy brother's eye: 
but the beam that is in thine 
own eye thou conſidereſt not. 

42 Or how canſt thou ſay 
to thy brother : Brother, let 
me pull the mote out of 
thine eye, when thou thyſelf 
ſeeſt not the beam in thine own 
eye? Hypocrite, caſt - firſt 
the beam out of thine own 
eye; and then ſhalt thou tee 
clearly to take out the mote 
from thy brother's eye. 

43 For there is no good 
tree that bringeth forth evil 
fruit ; nor an evil tree that 
bringeth forth good iruit. 

44 For every tree NT

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by its fruit. For men do not

45 A good man out of the 
good treaſure of his heart 
bringeth forth that which 1s 
good; and an evil man out of 
the evil treaſure bringeth forth 
that which is evil. For out of 
the abundance of the heart the 
mouth ſpeaketh, 

46 And why call you me, 


things which 1 ſay ? 

47 Every one that cometh 
to me, and heareth my words, 
and doth them, I will ſhew 
you to whom he 1s like, 

48 He is like to a man 
building a houſe, who digged 
deep, and laid the foundation 
upon a rock. And when a 
flood came, the ſtream beat 
vehemently upon that houſe, 
and it could not ſhake it ; for 
it was founded on a rock. 

49 But he that heareth, and 
coth not; is like toa man build- 


ing his houſe upon the earth | 


without a foundation : againit 
which the fiream beat vehe- 
mentiy, and immediately it fell, 
and the ruin of that houſe was 
wd.

7 For which cauſe neither 
did I think myſelf worthy to 
come to thee; but fay the 
word, and my ſervant ſhall be

8 For alſo am a man ſub- 
ject to authority, having under 
me ſoldiers: and 1 fay to 
one, go, and he goeth ; and 
to another, come and he com- 
eth; and to my ſervant, do 


this, and he doth it. 


g9 Which Jesvs hearing, 
marvelled ; and turning about 
to the multitude that followed 
him he ſaid: Amen I fay to 
you, I have not found ſo great

15 And he that was dead, fat 
up, and began to ſpeak.

Prophet is riſen up among 
us: and, God hath viſited his 
People. 

17 And this rumour of him 
went forth throughout all Ju- 
dea, and throughout all the 
country round about, 

13 And John's Diſciples 
told him of all theſe things. 

19 And John called to him 
two of his Diſciples, and ſent 
them to JEsvs, ſaying : Art 
thou he that art to come; or 
look we for another? 

20 And when the men 
were come unto Lim, they 
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ſaid : John the Paptiſt hath 
ſent us to thee : ſaying art thou 
he that art to come ; or look 
we for another ? 

21 (And in that ſame hour, 
he cured many of their diſeaſes, 
and hurts, and evil Spirits: 
and to many that were blind 
he gave fight. ) 

22 And anſwgring, he 
ſaid to them: Gand relate 
to John what you have heard 
he blind ſee, 
the lame walk, thg lepers are 
made clean, the deaf hear, the 
dead riſe again. 

23 Jo the poor the Go. 
pel is preached : and ble ſſed is 
he whoſoever ſhall not be 
{candalized in me. 

24 And when the meſſen- 
gers of John were departed, he 
began to ſpeak to the multi- 
tudes concerning John: What 
went you out into the deſart to 
ſee? a reed ſhaken with the 
wind ? : 

25 But what went you out 
to ſee? a man cloathed in 
ſoft garments? Behold they 
that are in coſtly apparel ard 
live delicately are in the houſes 
of Kings. 

26 But what went you 
out to ſee? a Prophet? Yea 
J fay to you, and more than 
a Prophet. 

27 This is he of whom it 
is written: Behold 1 Jend mine 
Angel before thy face, whojia!l 
prepare thy way before thee. 

28 For I fay to youu: 
Amorgſt thoſe that are born of 


women, 
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Prophet than John the Baptiſt. 
But he that is the leſſer in the 
Kingdom of God, is greater 
than he. 

29 And all the People hear- 
ing and the Publicans, juſtified 
God, being baptized with 
Johu's Baptiſm. 

30 But the Phariſees and 
the Lawyers deſpiſed the coun- 
{el of God againſt themſelves, 
being not baptized by him. 

31 And tae Lord faid: 
Whereunto then thall I liken 
the men of this Generation, 
and to what are they like ? 

32 They are like to children 
ſitting in the market-place, 
and ſpeaking one to another, 
and ſaying: We have piped 
to you, and you have not 
danced : * we have mourned, 
and you have not wept. 

33 For John the Baptiſt 
came neither eating bread nor 
drinking wine; and you fay : 
He hath a Devil. 

34 The Son of man 15 
come eating and drinking; 
and you ſay: Behold a man 
that is a glutton and a drinker 
of wine, a friend of Publicans 
and ſinners. 

35 And wiſdom is juſtified 
by all her children. 


36 And one of the Phari- | 


ſees deſired him to eat with 
him. And he went into the 
houſe of the Phariſee, and ſat 
down to meat. 


37 And behold a woman that 


was in the city a ſinner, when 
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women, there 1s not a greater | 
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ſhew knew that he fat at meag 
in the Phariſee's houſe, brought 
an alabaſter box of ointment ; 

38 And ſtanding behind at 
his feet, ſhe began to waſh 
his feet with tears, and wiped 


them with the hairs of her 


head, and kiſſed his feet, and 
anointed them with the oint- 
ment, 

39 And the Phariſee, who 
had invited him, ſeeing it, ſpoke 
within himſelf, ſaying : This 
man if he were a Prophet, 
would know ſurely who and 
what manner of woman this 
is that toucheth him, that ihe 
is a ſinner. 

40 And Jesus anſwering, 
ſaid to him: Simon, I have 
ſomewhat to ſay to thee. But 
he ſaid : Maſter, ſay it. 

41 A certain creditor. had. 
two debtors the one owed five 
hundred pence, and the other 
fiſty. | 
42 And whereas they had 
not wherewith to pay, he 
forgave them both. Which 
therefore of the two loveta 


| him moſt ? 


43 Simon anſwering faid : I 
ſuppoſe that he to whom he 


forgave molt. And he ſaid to 


him: Thou haſt judged rightly. 
44 And turning to the wo- 
man, he faid unto Simon: 


Doſt thou ſee this woman? 


[ entred into thy houſe, thou 
gaveſt me no water for my feet ; 
but ſhe with tears hath waſhed 
my feet, and with her hairs 

hath wiped them. 


MA. 45 Thou: 
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45 Thou gavelt me no Chuſa Herod's Steward, and 


kiss; but ſhe ſince I came in, 


bath not ceaſed to kiſs my 
ket. 


46 My head with oil thou | 


didſt not anoint; but ſhe with 
ointment hath anointed my 


feet. 
47 Wherefore I ſay to thee: 


Many fins are forgiven . her, | 


| becauſe ſhe hath loved much. 


Put to whom leſs is forgiven, 


he loveth leſs. 
48 And he ſaid to her: | 


Thy ſins are forgiven thee. 

49 And they that fat at 
meat with him began to ſay 
within themſelves - Who is 
this that forgiveth fins alio ? 

50 And he ſaid to the 
weman: Thy faith hath made 
thee ſafe, go in peace. 


. 


AN D it came to paſs af- 
terwards, that he tra- 
velled through the cities and 
towns preaching and (a) 
evangelizirg the Kingdom of 
God; and the Twelve with 
him, 

2 And certain women who 
had been healed of evil Spi- 
rits and infirmities 3 
who is called Magdalen, out 
of whom ſeven Devils were 
gone forth. | 

3 And Joanna the wife of 


Mary | 


Suſanna, and many others who 
miniſtred unto him of their 
lubſtance. 

4 And when a very great 
multitude was gathered toge- 
ther ard haſtened out of the 
cities unto him, he ſpoke by 
a ſimilitude. 

The ſower went out to 
ſow his ſeed. And as he ſowed 
ſome fell by the way fide, and 
it was trodden down, and the 
fowls of the air devoured it. 

6 And other ſome {ell up 
on a rock; and as ſoon as it 
was ſprung up, it withered 
away, becauſe it had no moi- 
ſture. 

7 And other ſome fell a- 
mong thorns, and the thorns 
growing up with it, choked 


it. 

8 And other ſome fell up- 
on good ground; and being 
ſprung up, yielded fruit a 
hundred-fold. Saying theſe 
things he cried out: he that 
hath ears to hear, let him 
hear. 

9 And his Diſciples asked 
him what this parable might 
be. 


? 


10 To whom he ſaid : To 
you it is Jim to know the 
myſtery of the Kingdom of 
God; but to the reſt in pa-

11 Now the parable 1s 
this: The ſeed, is the Word 
of God. 

12 And they by the way 
ſide are they that hear, then 
the Devil cometh, and taketh 
the Word out of their heart, 
leit believing they ſhould be 
ſaved. - | 

13 Now they upon the 
rock; are they who when 
they hear, receive the Word 
with joy : and theſe have no 
roots ; for they believe for a 
while, and in time of tempta- 


tion they fall away. 


14 And that which fell 
among thorns, are they who 
have heard, and going their 
way, are choked with the 
cares and riches and pleaſures 
of this life, and yield no fruit. 

15 But that on the good 
ground, are they who in a 
good and very good heart, 
hearing the Word, keep it, 
and bring forth fruit in pati- 
cnc; - - 

16. Now no man lighting 
a candle covereth it with a 
veſſel, or putteth it under a 
bed; but ſetteth it upon a 
candleſtick, that they who 
come in, may ſee the light. 

17 For there is not any 
thing ſecret, that ſhall not be 
made. manifeit ; nor hidden, 
that ſhall not be known and 
come abroad. 

18 Take heed therefore 


how you hear, For whoſoever 


— 
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hath, to him ſhall be given; 
and whoſoever hath not, that 
alſo which he thinketh he 
hath, ſhall be taken away from 
him. s | 

19 And his mother and 
brethren came unto him ; and 
they could not come at hin 
for the crowd. 


20 And it was told him: 


Thy mother and thy brethren 
ſtand without, deſiring to ſez 
thee. 

21 Who anſwering, ſaid 
to them : My mother and my 
brethren, are they who hear 
the Word of God and do it. 

22 And it came to pals on 
a certain day; that he went 
into a little ſhip with his Diſ- 
ciples, and he faid to them : 
Let us go over to the other 
ſide of the lake. And they 
launched forth. 

23 And when they wers 
ſailing, he flept ; and there 


came dawn a ſtorm of wind 


upon the lake, and they were 
filled, and were in danger. 
24 And they came and 
awaked him, ſaying : Maſter, 
we periſh, But he ariſing, 
rebuked the wind and the rage 


of the water; and it ceaicd, 


and there was a calm. 
25 And he ſaid to them: 


Where is your faith ? Who 


being afraid, wondered fay- 
ing one to another: Who is 
this (think you) that he 
commandeth both the winds 
and the ſea, and they obey 
him ? |

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26 And they ſailed to the 
country of the Geraſens which 
is over- againſt Galilee. 

27 And when he was come 
forth to the land, there met 
him a certzun man who had a 
Devil now a very long time, 
and he wore no cloaths, nei- 
ther did he abide in a houſe, 
but in the ſepulchres. 

28 Ard when he ſaw IE. 
sus, he fell down before him; 
and crying out with a loud 
voice, he ſaid : What have I 
to do with thee JIE sus Son 
of the moſt high God? I be- 
ſeech thee do not torment me. 

29 For he commanded the 
unclean Spirit to go out of 
the man. For many times it 
ſeized him, and he was bound 
with chains, and kept in fet- 
ters; and breaking the bonds 
he was driven by the Devil 
into the deſarts. 

30 And ]tsus asked him 
ſaying: What is thy name? 
But he ſaid: Legion; becauſe 
many Devils were entred into 
him. 

31 And they beſought him 
that he would not command 
them to go into the Abyſs. 
32 And there was there a 
herd of many ſwine feeding 
on the mountain; and they 
beſought him that he would 
ſuffer them to enter into them. | 
Ard he ſuffered them. 

33 The Devils therefore 
went out of the man, and 
entred into the ſwine ; and 
the herd run violently down 
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a ſteep place into the lake, 
and was ſtifled. 

34 Which when they that 
fed them {aw done, they fled, 
and told it in the city and in 
the villages. 

35 And they went out to 
ſee what was done ; and the 
came to Ess, and found 
the man, out of whom the 
Devils were departed, fitting 
at his feet, cloathed, and in 
his right mind, and they were 
afraid. 

36 And they alſo that had 
ſeen told them how he had 
been healed from the legion. 

37 And all the multitude 
of the country of the Geraſens 
beſought him to depart from 
them ; for they were taken 
with great fear, And he going 
up into the ſhip, returned back 
again. 

38 Now the man out of 
whom the Devils were de- 
parted, beſought him that he 
might be with him. But ]esus 
ſent him away ſaying : 

39 Return to thy houſe, 
and tell how great things God 
hath done to thee. And he 
went through the whole city, 
publiſhing how great things 
JEsus had done to him. 

41 And it came to paſs; 
that when JEsUs was re- 
turned, the multitude received 
him. For they were al 
waiting for him. 

41 And behold there came 
a man whoſe name was Jairus, 


and he was a ruler of the Sy- 
nagogue: 
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nagogue : and he fell down 
at the feet of JESUS, be- 
ſeeching him that he would 
come into his houſe, | 

42 For he had an only 
daughter almoſt twelve years 
old, and ſhe was dying. And 
it happened as he went that 
he was thronged by the mul- 
titudes. | 

43 And there was a cer- 
tain woman having an iſſue of 
blood twelve years, who had 
beſtowed all her ſubſtance on 
Phyſicians, and could not be 
healed by any : 

44 She came behind him, 
and touched the hem of his 
garment; and immediately 
the iſſue of her blood ſtopped. 

45 And ] Esus ſaid: Who 
15 1t that touched me? And 
all denying, Peter and they 
that were with him faid : 
Matter, the multitudes throng 
and preſs thee, and doſt thou 
ſay, Who touched me ? 

46 And ]esus ſaid: Some 
body hath touched me; for 1 

know that virtue is gone out 
from me. 

47 And the woman ſeeing, 
that ſhe was not hid, came 
trembling, and fel] down be- 
fore his feet; and declared be- 
fore all the people for what 
cauſe ſhe had touched him, 
and how ſhe was immediately 
healed. 

48 But he faid to her: 
Daughter, thy faith hath 
made thee whole, go thy 


Way in peace. 
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49 As he was yet ſpeaking, 
there cometh one to the Ruler 
of the Synagogue, ſaying to 
him, thy daughter is dead, 
trouble him not. 

50 And ] Esus hearing this 
word, anſwered the father of 
the maid : Fear not: believe 
only, and ſhe ſhall be fate. 

5 1 And when he was come 
to the houſe, he ſuffered not 
any man to go in with him, 
but Peter, and James, and 
john, and the father and mo- 
ther of the maiden. 

52 And all wept and 
mourned for her. But he 
ſaid : Weep not, the maid is 
not dead, but ſleepeth. 

53 And they laughed him 
to ſcorn, knowing that ſhe was 
dead. 

54 But he taking her by 
the hand cried out ſaying : 
Maid, ariſe. | 

55 And her ſpirit returned, 
and the roſe immediately. And 
he bid them give her to eat. 

56 And her parents were 
aſtoniſhed, whom he charged 
to tell no man what was done.

HEN calling 

the twelve Apoſtles, he 
gave them power and autho- 
rity over all Devils, and to 
cure diſeaſes. 

2 And he ſent them to 
preach the Kingdom of God; 
and to heal the ſick. | 

3 And he ſaid to them: 
Take nothing for your jour- 

ney, 
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ney, neither ſtaff nor skrip, 
nor bread, nor money, nei- 
ther have two cats. 

4 And whatſoever houſe 
you ſhall enter into abide 
there, and depart not from 
thence. 

5 And whoſoever will not 
receive you, when ye go out 
of that city, ſhake oft even 
the duſt of your feet for a 
teſtimony againſt them. 

6 And going out they went 
about through the towns 
preaching the Goſpel and 
healing evey where. 

7 Now Herod the Tetrarch 
heard of all things that were 
done by him ; and he was in 
a doubt becauſe it was ſaid by 
ſome, that John was riſen 
from the dead. | 

8 But by ether ſome, that 
Elias hath appeared ; and by 
others, that one of the old 
Prophets was riſen again. 

9 And Herod ſaid: John 


I have beheaded ; but who is 


this of whom I hear ſuch 
things? And he ſought to ſee 
him 


10 And the Apoſtles when 
they were returned, told him 
all they had done: and taking 
them he went aſide into a 
deſart place apart, which be- 
longeth to Beth - ſaida. 


11 Which when the people 


knew they followed him and 


he received them, and ſpoke 
to them of the Kingdom of 
God, and healed them who 
had need of healing. 
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12 Now the day began to 
decline. And the Taelve came 
and ſaid to him : fend auay 
the multitude, that going into 
the towns and villages round 
about, they may lodge and 
get victuals; for we are here 
in a defart place. 

13 But he ſaid to them: 
Give you them to eat. And 
they ſaid : We have no more 
than five loaves and tu o fiſhes : 
unleſs perhaps we ſhould go 
and buy food for all this mul- 
titude. 

14 Now there were about 
five thouſand men. And he 
ſaid to his Diſciples : Make 
them ſit down by fifties in a 
company. 

15 And they did ſo. And 
made them all ſit down. 

16 And taking the five 
loaves and the two fiſhes, he 
looked up to Heaven, and 
bleſſed them; and he broke, 
ciples, to {et before the mul- 
titude. 

17 And they did all eat, 
and were filled. And there 
were taken up of fragments 


that remained to them, twelve 
baskets. 


- 


18 And it came to paſs; 


as he was alone praying, his 
Diſciples alſo were with him ; 
and he asked them, ſaying : 
Whom do the people ſay that 
I am? 

19 But they anſwered, and 
faid : John the Paptiſt ;. but 
y Elias ; and. others 

ſay 
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ſay that one of the former 
Prophets is riſen again. 


0 And: tu: Wii thn: 


But whom do you ſay that 1 
am? Simon Peter anſwering, 
ſaid: the Chriſt of God. 

21 But he ſtrictly charging 
them, commanded they ſhould 
tell this to no man, | 


22 Saying : 'That the Son 


of man muſt ſuffer many 
things, and be rejected by the 
Ancients and chief Prieſts and 


Scribes, and be killed, and 


the third day riſe again. 

23 And he ſaid to all: If 
any man will come after me, 
let him deny himſelf, and take 
up his croſs daily, and follow 
me. 

24 For whoſoever will ſave 
his life, ſhall loſe it; for he 
that ſhall loſe his life for my 
ſake, ſhall ſave it. 

25 For what is a man ad- 
vantaged if he gain the whole 
world, and loſe himſelf, and 
cait away himſelf ? 

26 For he that ſhall be 
aſhamed of me and of my 
words, of him the Son of 
man ſhall be aſhamed, when 
he ſhall come in his majeſty, 
and that of his Father, and 
of the holy Angels. 

27 But I tell you of a 
truth: There are ſome ſtand- 
ing here that ſhall not taſte 
death, till they ſee the King- 
dom of God. 

28 And it came to paſs 
about eight days after theſe 
words, that he took Peter 
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and James and: John, and went 
up into a mountain to pray. 

29 And whilſt he prayed, 

'the ſhape: of his countenance 
was altered : and his rayment- 
became white and glittering. 
30 And behold two men 
were talking with him. And 
they were Moſes and Elias, 
3.1 Appearing in majeſty. 
And they ſpoke of his de-

34 And as he ſpoke theſe 
things, there came a cloud, 
and overſhadowed them : and 
they were afraid, when they 
entred into the cloud. 

And a voice came out 
of the cloud, ſay ing: This is 
my beloved Son, .hear him. 

36 And whilſt the voice 
was uttered, ]EsuUs was found 
alone. And they held their 
peace, and told no man in 
thoſe days any of theſe things 
which they had ſeen. 

37 And it came to paſs the 
day following, when they

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came down from the moun- 
tain, there met him a great 
multitude, 

38 And behold a man a- 
mong the crowd cried out, 
ſaying : Maſter I beſeech thee, 
look upon my ſon, becauſe he 
is mine only one. 

39 And lo, a Spirit ſeizeth 
him, and he ſuddenly crieth 
out, and he throweth him 
down and teareth him fo 
that he foameth, and bruiſ- 
ing him he hardly departeth 
from him. 

40 And I defired thy Dil- 
ciples to caſt him out, and 
they could not. 

41 And IEsus anſwering, 
ſaid : O faithleſs and perverſe 
| Generation, how long ſhall 
J be with you and ſuffer you? 
bring hither thy ſon. 

42 And as he was comi 
to him, the Devil threw him 
down and tore him. 

43 And [esvs rebuked the 


unclean Spirit, and cured the 


boy, and reſtored him to his 
father. 

44 Ard all were aſtoniſhed 
at the mighty power of God: 
but while all wondered at al! 
the things he did, he ſaid to his 
Diſciples : Lay you up in 
your hearts theſe words, for 
it ſhall come to paſs that the 
Son of man ſhall be delivered 
into the hands of men. 

45 But they underſtood not 
this word, and it was hid 
from them, ſo that they per- 


ceived it not. . 


| afraid to ask him concerning 
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this word. | 

46 And there entred a 
tought into them, which of 
them ſhould be greater. 

7 But Jesvus ſeeing the 
thoughts of their heart, took 
a child and ſet hin by him. 

48 And ſaid to them, who- 
ſoever ſhall receive this child 
in my name, receiveth me, 
and whoſoever ſhall receive 
me, receiveth him that ſent 
me. For he that is the leſſer 
among you all, he is the 
greater. 

49 And John anſwering,

51 And it came to paſs, 
when the days of his aſſump- 
tion were accompliſhing, that 
he ſtedfaſtly ſet his face to go 
to Jeruſalem. 

52 And he ſent meſſengers 
before his face: and going 
they entred into a city of 
the Samaritans to prepare for 
him.

54 And when his Diſci- 
ples James and John had ſeen 
this, they ſaid; Lord, wilt

5 And turning, he re- 
buked them, ſaying : You 
know not of what ſpirit you 
are. 
56 The Son of man came 
not to deſtroy ſouls, but to 
ſave. And they went into ano- 
ther town. 

7 And it came to pals as 
they walked in the way, that 
a certain man ſaid to him: 
I will follow thee whither- 
ſoever thou goeſt. | 

- 68 Ixsus ſaid to him: 
The foxes have holes, and 
the birds of the air neſts; but 
the Son of man hath not 
where to lay his head. 

59 But he ſaid to another: 
Follow me. And he ſaid: 
Lord, ſuffer me firſt to go, 
and to bury my father. 

60 And ] Esus ſaid to him: 
Let the dead bury their dead; 
but go thou, preach the King- 
dom of God. : 

61 And another ſaid: I 
will follow thee, Lord, but 
let me firſt take my leave of 
them that are at my houſe. 

62 Jxsus ſaid to him: No 
man putting his hand to the 
Plough, and looking back, is 
fit for the Kingdom of God.

6 And this he faid to try 
him; for he himſelf knew 
what he would do. 

7 Philip aniwered him: 
Two hundred penny worth 
of bread is not ſufficient for 
them, that every one of them 
may take a little. 

8 One of his Diſciples, 
Andrew, the brother of Si- 
mon Peter, faith to him 

9 There is a boy here that 
hath five barley loaves, and 
two fiihes; but what are 
theſe among ſo many? 

10 Then I xsus ſaid: Make 
the men fit down, Now there 
was much graſs in the place. 
The men therefore at down, 
in number about fl ve thou- 
ſand. : 

it And ]esvs took the 
loaves ; and when he had gi- 
ven thanks he diſtributed to 
them that were ſet down. In 
like manner alſo of the fiſhes 
as much as they would. 

12 And when they were 
filled, he ſaid to his Diſciples : 
Gather up the fragments that 
remain, leſt they be loſt. 

13 'They gathered up 
therefore, and filled twelve 
baskets with the fragments of 
the five barley loaves,. which 
remained over and above to 
them that had eaten. 

14 Now thoſe men when 
they had ſeen what a miracle 
JEsus had done, ſaid, This is 
of a truth the Prophet that is 
to come into the world. | 

8 Jzsvs therefore when 
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he knew that they would come 


to take him by force ard make 
him King, fled again into the 
mountain himielt alone. 

16 And when cvening was 
come, his Di:ciples went down 
to the ſea. 

17 And when they had 
gone up into a ſhip, they 


| went over the ſea to Capharna 


um: And it was now dark, and 
Jesvs was not come unto them. 

18 And the ſea arole, by 
reaſon of a great wind that 
blew. 

19 When they had rowed 
therefore about five and twenty 
or thirty furlongs, they ice 
]zsus walking upon the fea, 
and drawing nigh to the ſhip, 
and they were afraid. 

20 But he faith to them : 
It is I: be not afraid. 

21 They were willing there- 
fore to taxe him into the ſhip: 
and preſently the ſhip was at 
the land to which they were 
going. - 

22 The next day, the multi- 
tude that ſtood on the other 


ſide of the ſea, ſaw that there 


was no other ſhip there but 
one, and that jEsus had not 
entred into the ſhip with his 
Diſciples, but that his Diſci- 
ples were gone away alone. 
23 (But other ſhips came 
in from Tiberias, nigh unto 
the place where they hadeaten 
the bread, the Lord giving 
thanks. ) | 
24 When therefore the 
multitude ſaw that ] E SUS was 
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not there, nor his Diſeiples, 
they took ſhipping, and came 
to Capharnaum ſeeking for 
Jesvus. 

25 And when they had 
found him on the other fide 
of the ſea, they ſaid to him:

30 They ſaid therefore to 
him: What ſign therefore 
doſt thou ſhew that we may 
ſee, and may believe thee ? what 
doſt thou work ? | 

31 Our Fathers did, eat 
Manna in the defart as it is 


written, He gave them bread 


from Heaven to eat, 

32 Ihen] sus ſaid to them: 
Amen, Amen J ſay to you, 
Moſes gave you not bread 


from Heaven, but my Father 
giveth 
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giveth you the true bread | 
from Heaven, 5 
33 For the bread of God 
is that which cometh down 
from Heaven, and giveth 
life to the world. - 
34 They ſaid therefore unto 
him: Lord, give us always 
this bread. 
35 And ]esvs ſaid to them: 
am the bread of life, he that 
cometh to me, ſhall not hun- 


ger; and he that believeth in 
me, ſhall never thirſt. 


36 But 1 ſaid unto you that 
you alſo have ſcen me, aud 
you believe not. 

37 All that the Father 
giveth me ſhall come to 
me; and him that cometh to 
me I will not caſt out.

7 Ihe world cannot hate 
you ; but me it hateth : be- 
cauſe I give teſtimony of it, 
that the works thereof are 
evil. 

8 Go you up to this feſti- 
val day: But I go not up to 
this feſtival day ; becauſe my 
time is not accomplſhed. 

9 When he had ſaid theſe 
things, he himſelf ſtaid in 
Galilee. 

10 But after his brethren 
were gone up, then he alſo 
went up to the feaſt, not 
openly, but as it were in 
ſecret.

of you keepeth the Law ? 


20 Why ſeek you to kill 
me? The multitude anſwered, 
and ſaid, 'T hou haſt a Devil, 
who ſeeketh to kill thee ? 

21 Jzsus anſwered and 
ſaid to them : Ore work 1 
have done; and you all 
wonder. 

22 Therefore Moſes gave 
you circumciſion: (not be- 
cauſe it is of Moſes, but of 
the Fathers,) and on the 
Sabbath - day you circumciſe 
a man. | 

23 If a man receive cir- 
cumc:ſion on the Sabbath-day 
that the Law of Moſes may 
not be broken; are you an- 
ory at me becauſe I have 
healed the whole man on the 
Sabbath-day ? 

24 Judge not according 
tq the appearance, but judge 
juſt judgment. 

25 Some 
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25 Some therefore 
Jeruſalem ſaid: Is not this 
he whom they ſcek to kill. 

26 And behold, he ſpeak- 
eth openly, and they ſay 
nothing to him. Have the 
Rulers known for a truth 
that this is the CuRIsT ? 

27 But we know this man 
whence he is. But when the 
CHrisr cometh, no man 
knoweth whence he is. 

28 ſxsus therefore cried 
out in the Temple teaching 
and ſaying : You both know 
me, and you know whence l 
am. And I am not come of 


_ myſelf; but he that ſent 
me, is true whom you know 


not. 


29 I know him, becauſe I 
am from him, and he hath 
ſent me. 


30 They ſought therefore 


to apprehend him: and no

2 Ard early in the morn-

came to him, and fitting down 
he taught them. 

3 And the Scribes and 
Phariſees bring unto him a 
woman taken in adultery ; and 
they ſet her in the midſt. 

4 And ſaid to him: Matter, 
this Woman was even now 
taken in adultery. 

5 Now Motes in the Law 
commanded us to ſtone ſuch 
a one. But what fayeit thou ? 

6 And this they ſaid 
tempting him, that they might 
accuſe him. But ] Exsus bowing 
himſelf down, wrote with his 
finger on the ground. 

7 When therefore they 
continued asking him, he lifted 
up himſelf and ſaid to them: 
He that is without fin among 
you, let him firſt caſt a ſtone 
at her. | 

8 And again ſtooping down 
he wrote on the ground. 

9 But they hearing this, 
went out one by one, begin- 
ning at the Eldeſt. And I Es us 
alone remained, and the wo- 
man ſtanding in the midſt. 

10 Then I Esus lifting up 
himſelf, ſaid to her: Woman 
where are they that accuſcd 
thee: Hath no mancondemned 
thee ? 

11 Who faid : No man, 
Lord. And ]esvus ſaid: Net- 
ther will 1 condemn thee. Go, 
and now fin no more. 

12 Again therefore IEsus

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am the light of the world: 
He that followeth me, walketh 
not in darkneſs, but ſhall have 
the light of life. 

13 The Phariſees there- 
fore ſaid to him : Thou giveſt 
teitimony of thyſelf; thy teſti- 
mony 15 not true. 

14 Jesvs anſwered, and 
{aid to them: Although 1 
give teſtimony of myſelf, my 
teſtimony is true: For I know 
whence | came, and whither 
I go: But you know not 
whence I come or whither I

: 15 You judge according 
to the fleſn: I judge not any 
man. 
16 And if I do judge, my 
judgment is true: Becauſe I 
am not alone, but I and the 
Father that ſent me. 

17 And in your Law it is 
written, that the teſtimony of 
two men is true. 

18 J am one that give 
teſtimony of myſelf: And 
the Father that ſent me, gi- 
veth teſtimony of me, 

19 They ſaid therefore to 
him: Where is thy Father ? 
Jssvus anſwered: Neither 
me do you , know, nor my 
Father. If ybu did know me, 
perhaps you would know my 
Father alſo. 

20 Theſe words IJ Esus 
ſpoke in tlie Treaſury, teaching 
in the Temple, and no man 
laid hands on him, becauſe 
his hour was not yet come. 


21 Again therefore I Esus

ſaid to them: I go, and you 
ſhall ſeek me, and you ſhall 


die in your fin. Whither I go, 
you cannot come. 

22 The Jews therefore 
ſaid : will he kill himſelf, be- 
cauſe he ſaid : Whither I go 
you cannot come ?

You are from beneath, I am 
from above. You are of this

24 Therefore I ſaid to you 
that you ſhall die in your fins.

25 They ſaid therefore ta 
him: Who art thou? Jesus 
ſaid to them: The Beginning 
who alſo ſpeak unto you. 

26 Many things I have to 
ſpeak and to judge of you. But 
he that ſent me is true: And 
the things I have heard of him 
theſe ſame I ſpeak in the 
world. 

27 And they underſtood 
not that he called God his 
Father. | 

28 Ixsus therefore ſaid to 
them: When you ſhall have 
lifted up the Son of man, then 
{hall you know that J am he, 
ard that I do dothing of my- 
ſelf, but as the Father hath 
taught me, theſe things 1 
ſpeak : 

29 And he that ſent me 
is with me : And he hath not 
left me alone, for I do always 
the things that pleaſe him. | 

30 When 
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30 When he ſpoke theſe 
things many believed in

thoſe Jews who believed 


him: If you continnue in my 
word, you ſhall be my Diſci- 
ples indeed.

35 Now theſervant abideth 
not in the houſe for ever: 
But the ſon abideth for ever. 

36 If therefore the Son 
ſhall make you free, you ſhall 
be free indeed. 

37 I know that you are 
the children of Abraham : 
But you ſeek to kill me, be- 
cauſe my word hath no place 
in you. : 

38 I ſpeak that which I 
have ſeen with my Father: 


and you do the things that 


you have ſcen with your Fa- 
ther. | 

39 They anſwered, and 
ſaid to him: Abraham is our 
Father. Jesvs faith to them : 
If you be the children of Abra- 
ham, do the works of Abra- 
ham. | 


40 But now you ſcek to 
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| kill me, a man who have ſpo- 


ken the truth to you, which 
{ have heard of God. I his 
Abraham did not. | 

41 You do the works of 
your Father. I hey ſaid there- 
fore to him: We are not 
born of fornication.

42 J] Esus therefore ſaid to 


them: If God were your 
Father, you would indeed 
love me. For from God 1 
proceeded, and came: For 1

6 When he had heard there- 
fore that he was ſick, he ſtill 
remained in the ſame place 
two days : 

7 Then after that he 

8 2 | ſaid 
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ſaid to his Diſciples : Let us | 
go into Judea again. 

8 The Diſciples ſay to him: 


Rabbi, the Jews but now 
ſought to ſone thee ; and go- 
eſt thou thither again ? 

9 Jesus anſwered: Are 
there rot twelve hours of the | 
day? If a man walk in the 
day, he ſtumbleth not, be- 
cauſe he ſeeth the light of this 
world : 

10 But if he walk in the 
night, he ſtumbleth, becauſe 
the light is not in him. 

11 Theſe things he ſaid; 
and after that he ſaid to them: 
Lazarus our friend ſleepeth; 
tut I go that I may awake 
bim cut of ſleep. 

12 His Diſciples therefo 
fed: Lord, if he fleep, he 
hail do well. 

13 But I Es vs ſpoke of his 
death; and they thought that 
he fpoke of the repoſe of ſleep. 

14 'Then therefore ]esvs 
ſaid to them plainly : Lazarus 
is cead; 

15 And I am glad for your 
fakes, that I was not there, 
that you may believe: but 
let us go to him. 

16 Thomas therefore, who 
is called Didymus, faid to his 
fellow Diſciples: Let us alſo 
go, that we may die with him. 

17 JEsus therefore came, 
and found that he had been 
four days already in the grave, 

18 (Now Bethania was 
near Jeruſalem about fifteen | 
furiongs off.) 
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19 And many of the Jews 
were come to Martha and 
Mary, to comfort them con- 
cerning their brother. 

20 Martha therefore as ſoon 
as ſhe heard that JIESVs was 


come, went to meet him ; but 


ary fat at home. 

21 Martha therefore ſaid 
to Jtsvs: Lord, if thou hadſt 
been here, my brother had 
not died. 

22 But now alſo I know 
that whatſoever thou wilt ask 
of Goc, God will give it thee. 

23 Jesvs faith to her: 
Thy brother ſhall riſe again. 

24 Martha faith to him: 
I know that he ſhall riſe again 
in the reſurrection, at the 
laſt day. 

25 Jesvs ſaid to her: J 
am the reſurrectiun and the 
life; he that believeth in me, 
although he be dead, ſhall live. 

26 And every one that 
liveth, and believeth in me 
ſhall not die for ever. Believeſt 


thou this? 


27 She faith to him: Vea 
Lord, I have believed that 
thou art CnRIS H the Son of 
the living God who art come 
into this world. 

28 And when ſhe had ſaid 
theſe things, ſhe went, and 
called her ſiſter Mary ſecretly 
ſaying : The Maſter is come 
and calleth for thee. 

29 She, as ſoon as ſhe heard 
this, riſeth quickly and cometh 
to him. 

39 For Jesvus was not yet 

come 
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come into the town: but he 
was ſtill in that place where 
Martha had met him. 

31 The Jews therefore who 
were with her in the houſe 
and comforted her, when they 
ſaw Mary that ſhe roſe up 
ſpcedily and went out, fol- 
lowed her, ſay ing: She goeth 
to the grave, to weep there. 

32 When Mary therefore 
was come where [ESsUs was, 


ſeeing him, ſhe fell down at 


his feet, and ſaith to him: 
Lord, if thou hadſt been here, 
my brother had not died. 

33 JES Aus therefore when 
he ſaw her weeping, and the 
Jews that were come with her, 
weeping, groaned in the ſpi- 
rit, and troubled himſelf, 

34 And ſaid: Where have 
you laid him? They ſay to 
him: Lord, come and ſee, 

35 And Jesvs wept. 

36 The Jews therefore ſaid: 
Behold how he loved him. 

37 But ſome of them ſaid : 
Could not he that opened the 
eyes of the man born blind, 
have - cauſed that this man 
ſhould not die ? 

33 ]Jesvus therefore again 
groaning in himſelf, cometh 
to the ſepulchre: now it was 


a cave; and a ſtone was laid 


over it. | 

39 Jesvs faith: Take 
away the ſtone. Martha the 
ſiſter of him that was dead, 
faith to him : Lord, by this 
time he ſtinketh, for he is now 
of four days. 
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have I ſaid it; that they may 
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40 JkEsus faith to her: 
Did not J ſay to thee, that if 
thou believe thou ſhalt ſee the 
glory of God? | 

41 They took therefore 
the ſtone away. And I] Esus 
lifting up his eyes ſaid: Fa. 
ther, I give thee thanks that 
thou haſt heard me. 

42 And I knew that thou 
heareſt me always, but becauſe 
of the people who ſtand about 


believe that thou haſt ſent 
me. 

43 When he had faid theſe 
things, he cried with a loud 
voice: Lazarus, come forth. 

44 And preſently he that 
had been dead came forth, 
bound feet and hands with 
winding-bands, and. his face 
was bound about with anapkin. 
Jesus ſaid to them: Looſe 
him, and let him go. 

45 Many therefore of the 
Jews who were come to Ma 
and Martha, and had ſeen the 
things that] Es us did, believed 
in him. 

46 But ſome of them went 
to the Phariſees, and told 
them the things that I ESsus 
had done. | 

7 The chief Prieſts there- 
foreand the Phariſees gathered 
a Council, and ſaid: What 
do we, for this man doth 
many miracles ? 

48 If we let him alone ſo, all 
will believe in him: and the 
Romans will come, and take 
away our place and Nation. 
83 49 Put 
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49 But one of them vamed 
Caip has, beir g 
Prieſt that year, faid to them: 
You know nothing, 

50 Neither do you conſider 
that it is expedient for you that 
one man ſhould die for the Peo- 
ple, and that the whole Na- 
tion periſh not. 

51 Ard this he ſpoke not 

of himſelf: but being the 
High-Prieſt of that year, he 
propheſicd that IE Sus ſhould 
die for the Nation.

53 From that day there- 
fore they deviſed to put hini to 
death.

no more openly among the 
Jews, but he went into 2 
country near the deſart, unto 
a city that is called Ephrem, 
and there he abode with hi- 
Diſciples. 

55 And the Paſch of the 
Jews was at hard: ard many 
from the courtry went up to 
Jeruſalem before the Patch to 
purify themſelves. 

56 They ſought therefore 
for xsus; ard they diſcourſed

thief, and having the purſe, 
carried the things that were 
put therein. 

7 Ixsus therefore ſaid: 
Let her alone that ſhe may 
keep it againſt the day of my 
burial, 


8 (4) For the poor you 
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have always with you; but 
me you have not always. 

A great multitude there- 
fore of the Jews knew that 
he was there ; and they came 
rot for ]Es Us's {ake only, but 
that they might ſee Lazarus, 
whom he had raiſed from the 
dead. 

10 But the chief Prieſts 
thought to kill Lazarus allo : 

11 Becauſe: many of the 
lews by reaſon of him went 
away, and believed in] Esus. 

12 And on the next day 
a great multitude, that was 
come to the feſtival day, when 
they had heard that JEsus 
was coming to Jeruſalem, 

13 Took branches of palm 
trees, and went forth to meet 
him, and cried: Heſanna, 
Bleſed is he that cometh in 
the name of the Lord, the 
King of Iſrael. 

5 135 Jesus found a 
young aſs, and fat upon it, as 


it is Written: 
15 Fear not daughter of 


Sion : behold, thy King cometh 
ting on an Ass colt. 

# 14 ITheſe e his Diſci- 
ples did not know at the firſt: 
but when ]EsUs was glorified, 
then they remembred that theſe 
things were written of him, 
and that they had done theſe 
things to him. 

17 The multitude therefore 
gave teſtimony, which was 
with him when he called La- 
zarus out of the grave, and 


raiſed him from the dead. 
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18 For which reaſon alſo 


the people came to meet him,

{faith to them: Iam be. And 
Judas alſo, who betrayed 
him, ſtood with them. 

6 As ſoon therefore as he 
had ſaid to them, I am he; 


they went backward, and ſell 


to the ground. 
7 Again therefore he asked 
them: Whom ſeek ye? And 


they ſaid: IE Sus of Nazareth. 


8 J sus anſwered, I have 
told you, that I am he. It 
therefore you ſeek me, let 
theſe go their way. 

9 bat the word might 
be tulfilled which he ſaid, Of 
them whom thou haſt given 
me, I have not loſt any one. 

10 'I hen Simon Peter hav- 
ing a ſword, drew it ; and 
ſtruck the ſervant of the High- 

Priett, 
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Prieſt, and cut off his right 
ear. And the name ef the 
ſervant was Malchus. 

11 [£5vs therefore ſaid to 
Peter: Put up thy ſword into 
the ſcabbard. 
which my Father hath given 
me, ſhall I not drink it? 
12 Ihen the Band and the 
Tribune and the ſervants of 
the Jews took JIEsus, and 
bound him : 

13 And they led him away 
to Annas firit, for he was fa- 
ther-in-law to Caiphas, who 
was the High-Prieſt of that 
year. 
14 Now Caiphas was he 
whe had given the counſel to 
the Jews, 'That 1t was expe- 
dient that one man ſhould die 
for the people. 

1; And Simon Peter fol- 
lowed ]esvs, and fo did ano- 
ther Diſciple. And that Diſ- 
ciple was known to the High- 
Prieſt, and went in with ] esus 
into the court of the High- 
Prieſt, 

16 But Peter ſtood at the 
door without. The other 
Diſciple therefore who was 
known to the High-Prieft, 
went out, and ſpoke to the 
portreſs, and brought in Peter. 

17 Ihe maid therefore that 
was portreſs, faith to Peter: 
Art not thou alſo one of this 
man's Diſciples ? He faith I 
am nct. 

13 Now the ſervants and 
miniſters ſtood at a fire of 
coals, becaule it was cold, 
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| aud warmed themſelves. And 
with them was Peter alſo 
flanding, and warming him- 
ſelf. 

19 The High- Prieſt there- 
fore asked IE Sus of his Diſ- 
ciples, and of his doctrine. 

20 JESUS anſwered him: 
J have jpoken openly to the 
world: I have always taught 
in the Synagogue, and in the 
Temple whather all the Jews 
reſort; and in ſecret I have 
ipoken nothing. 1 

21 Why askeſt thou me? 
ask them who have heard 
what I have ſpoken unto 
them : behold they know 
what things I have ſaid. 

22 And when he had ſaid 
theſe things, one of the ſer- 
vants ftanding by, gave IEsus 
a blow, faying : Anſwereſt 
thou the High- Prieſt ſo ? |, 

23 Jesvs anſwered him: 
If 1 have ſpoken evil, give 
teſtimony of the evil: but if 
well, why ſtrikeſt thou me? 

24 And Annas ſent him 
bound to Caiphas the High- 
Prieſt, 

25 And Simon Peter was 
ſtanding, and warming him- 
ſelf. They ſaid therefore to 
| him : Art not thou alſo one of 

his Diſciples ? He denied it 
and faid : J am not. 

26 One of the ſervants of 
the High-Prieſt (a kinſman 
to him whoſe ear Peter cut 
off) faith to him: Did not I 
ſee thee in the garden with 
him? 
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denied: and immediately the 
cock crew. | 
28 Then they lead Jesvs 
from Caiphas to the Gover- 
nors Hall. And it was morn- 


ing: and they went not into 


the Hall, that they might not 


be defiled, but that they might

29 Pilate therefore went 
out to them, and ſaid: What 


- accuſation bring you againſt 


thus man ? 

30 They anſwered and 
ſaid to him: If he were not 
a male factor, we would not 
have delivered him up to thee.

Every one that is of the truth, 
heareth my voice. 

38 Pilate faith to him:

him. Pilate faith to them: 
Take him you, and crucify 
him. For I find no cauſe in 
him. | 

7 The Jews anſwered him: 
Wa have a Law; and ac- 
cording to the Law he ought 
to die, becauſe he made him 
ſelf the Son of God. 

8 When Pilate therefore 
had heard this ſaying, he 
feared the more, 

9 And he entred into the 
Hall again; and he ſaid to 
Jesus: Whence art thou? 
But Jes us gave him no 
anſwer. | | 

10 Pilate therefore ſaith to 
him: Speakeſt thou not to 
me? knoweſt thou not that I 
have power to crucify thee, 
and I have power to releaſe 
thee ? 

11 esus anſwered: Thou 
ſhouldſt not have any power 
againſt me, unleſs it were 
given thee from above. 'There- 
tore he that hath delivered me 
to thee, hath the greater fin. 


12 And from thenceforth 


Pilate ſought to releaſe him, 
But the Jews cried out, ſaying * 
If thou releaſe this man, thou 
art not Ceſar's friend. For 


whoſoever maketh himſelf a 


King, ſpeaketh againſt Celar, 
13 Now when Pilate had 
heard theſe words, he brought 
Jesus forth; and fat down 
in the judgment-ſeat, in the 
place that is called Lithoſtrotos, 
and in Hebrew Gabbatha · 

14 And it was the Para- 
ſceve of the Paſch, about the 
ſixth hour, and he ſaith to the 
Jews: Behold your King? 

15 But they cried out: 
Away with him, away with 
him, crucify him. Pilate ſaith 
to them: Shall I crucify 
your King? The chief Prieſts 
anſwered : We have no King 
but Ceſar. 

16 Then therefore he de- 
livered him to them for to be 
crucified. And they took 
Jesus, and led him forth. 

17 And bearing his own 
Croſs he went forth to that 
place which. is called Calvary, 
but in Hebrew Golgotha. 

18 Where they crucified 
him, and with him two others 
one on each ſide, and IESUus 
in the midſt. Ef 

19 And Pilate wrote a title 
alſo : and he put it upon the 
Croſs. And the writing was, 
Jesus oF NAZARETH 
THE KING OF THE JEWS.. 

20 This title theretore ma- 
ny of the Jews did read, be- 
cauſe the place where J E5U 8 

Was 
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| was crucified, was nigh to the 
city: and it was written in 
Hebrew, in Greek, and in 
Latin. 

21 Then the chief Prieſts 
of the Jews faid to Pilate: 
Writenot, The King of the 
Jeau; but that he ſaid, Iam 
the King of the Jews, 

22 Pilate anſwered, What 
I have written, I have writ- 
ren. 

23 The ſoldiers therefore 
when they had crucified him, 
took his garments (and they 
made four s, to every 
ſoldier a part) and alſo his 
coat. Now the coat was with. 
out ſeam, woven from the 
top throughout. 

24 They ſaid then one to 
another: Let us not cut it, 
but let us caſt lots for it whoſe 
it ſhall be ; that the Scripture 
might be fulfilled ſaying : 
They have parted my garments 
among them: and apon my ve- 
fure they have caft lot. And

29 Now there was a veſſel 
ſet there full of vinegar. And 
they putting a ſponge full of 
vinegar about hyſſop, put it 
to his mouth,
